farmer, whose avocations deprive them of 
the opportunity of seeing a daily f>aper, 
eagerly feize upon the weekly publication^ 
and, from the encreascd avidity of curiosi- 
ty, are more apt to be strongly affected by 
any impression that is .sought to be made 
upon them. If the leading article be in- 
flammatory or insidious, or desponding, t^e 
hue of the manufacturers* and villagers' 
politics assumes the tinge of the author's 
comrnent, and forms the code of his pre- 
vaih'ng opinions ;m)r is it to be concealed, 
that many conductors cii this description 
of News-papers, who act upon what they 
doubtlessly conceive justifiable principles, 
are often apt to give a colouring sometimes 
too high and sometimes too deep, to cir- 
cumstances, which, seen through the clear 
medium of truth, would be observed in

truth shall strictly dictate, eitenuating no- 



• We acknowledge that oursuipicions are 
raised, whenever we perceive language 
as is expressed above, used to quiet the 
people, or prevent a full inquirv into the 
Corruptions of government. The drift of 
this .sentence appears to aim at keeping 
things as they are, and to inculcate that 
there should be no alterations in church or 
state, although changes for the better are 
so much wanpng. Unfeeling mothers and 
indolent nurses are always ready to ad- 
minister diacpdium to the poor children, 
suffering under thcii improper, vicious ma- 
nagement, and thus the evils of bad-nurs- 
ing are increased by the sleeping-draughts 
administered. They ought to be rendered 
unnecessary by a due regard to the dis- 
charge of parental duties, imd a substitu- 
tion of care in the place of stupifying in- 
jurious palliatives.
